TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE 

BOROUGH  OF  GOOLE. 


LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Twentieth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  1966.  The  first  Annual  Report  for  the 
township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which  makes  this  one  the 
92nd  in  the  series.

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

327  live  births  were  registered  ; 3 more  than  in  1965.  This  gives 
a Birth  Rate  of  17-6  per  1.0C0  population  and,  by  the  application  of 
the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  17-6.  The  Stillbirth 
Rate  is  18-0  per  1,000  total  births  (6  stillbirths)  and  the  Perinatal 
Mortality  Rate  is  24  0.  Illegitimate  births  totalled  25. 

232  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  12-5 
per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  12-4. 

Births  exceeded  deaths  by  95. 

6 deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year  ; all  occurred  in 
the  first  month  of  life  and  2 of  these  in  the  first  week.  This  gives 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  24-5.  The  County  Rate  was  20T  and  the 
National  Rate  was  19-0. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

Of  the  283  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  229  were  measles 
which  occurred  mostly  in  the  months  of  November  and  December. 
75%  of  the  total  occurred  in  pre-school  children. 

No  further  cases  of  measles  in  the  vaccinated  group  of  children 
occurred  in  1966  so  the  total  cases  in  the  trial  scheme  remains  at  two. 


PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  : 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  24-0  is  a marked  improvement 
on  the  50-7  of  the  previous  year  and  is  better  than  the  County  rate 
of  25-9  and  the  National  rate  of  26-3.  Just  as  one  need  not  be  too 
concerned  about  a high  rate  for  any  one  year  so  one  should  not  be 
too  enthusiastic  over  a low  rate  for  any  one  year,  but  one  can  hope 
it  is  a trend  which  may  continue.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is 
calculated  from  6 stillbirths  (11  in  1965)  and  2 first  week  deaths 
(6  in  1965). 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE  : 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  also  showed  a pleasing  improvement 
although  still  higher  than  the  County  and  National  rate.  It  should 
be  noted  that  of  eight  deaths  in  the  first  year  six  occurred  in  that 
dangerous  period  of  life — the  first  month.  It  is  interesting  that  five 
deaths  were  due  to  the  hazards  of  being  born,  three  to  being  born 
too  soon  and  two  to  mechanical  injury. 
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CANCER : 


Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  types,  which  reached  a record  high 
in  1965,  fell  to  about  the  National  rate.  I cannot  help  but  feel, 
however,  that  some  of  these  39  might  have  lived  longer  if  diagnosed 
earlier.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  also  fell  in  comparison 
with  the  previous  year  but  still  totalled  ten — all  men  ! 


MENTAL  HEALTH  : 

The  Rawciffe  Training  Centre  continues  to  flourish,  providing 
social  and  domestic  training,  elementary  education,  and  occupation. 
The  adults  do  contract  work  for  County  Supplies  and  during  the  year 
made  curtains,  aprons,  filing  cabinets,  wash  leathers,  work  holders, 
skittles,  Christmas  crackers,  easels,  drawing  boards,  blackboard 
rubbers,  bean  bags  and  firewood.  The  Centre  Supervisor  is  always 
ready  to  discuss  with  firms  any  small  contracts  they  might  be  prepared 
to  place  with  these  mentally  handicapped  workers. 

The  Day  Centre  at  Snaith  which  may  be  regarded  as  a halfway 
house  between  hospital  and  community  life  for  the  mentally  ill  is 
working  to  near  capacity.  It  is  remarkable  what  a steadying  effect 
attendance  has  on  these  patients  who  have  completed  hospital  treatment 
but  cannot  yet  face  full  entry  back  into  community  life  and  normal 
employment.  At  Snaith  there  is  a happy,  helpful  atmosphere  in 
which  they  can  be  persuaded  to  shed  their  fears  and  anxieties  and 
look  life  in  the  face  again.  Although  the  various  constructive  jobs 
they  do  are  primarily  to  keep  them  occupied  and  to  give  confidence 
a few  have  discovered  latent  skills  which  have  given  them  a new 
interest  in  life  and  which  could  open  up  a new  occupation  for  them. 
The  Day  Centre,  however,  is  not,  and  should  not  be,  a sheltered 
workshop.  The  potential  for  regular  work  is  very  unpredictable  and 
any  inclination  to  settle  down  to  an  easy  job  for  the  rest  of  life  is 
to  be  avoided.  The  Centre  is  a stage  in  rehabilitation  for  a return 
to  normal  community  life.  Six  patients  have  returned  to  useful 
employment  in  the  outside  world.' 


WARDENS  FOR  THE  ELDERLY : 

During  the  year  the  scheme  which  had  been  inaugurated  for  the 
benefit  of  elderly  persons  living  in  Council  houses  was  extended  to 
include  the  elderly  occupying  private  premises.  Additional  wardens 
were  required  and  the  service  has  now  eight  wardens  and  one  relief 
warden.  The  wardens  are  very  active  and  seem  to  give  more  time 
to  the  work  than  was  at  first  envisaged. 


CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY  : 

During  the  year  the  ladies  of  Goole  and  District  became  most 
insistent  that  they  should  be  able  to  have  “ cancer  smears  ” taken. 
Although  the  clinic  was  equipped  and  the  staff  trained  the  hospital 
laboratory  serving  this  district  was  unable  to  handle  enough  smears 
to  make  sessions  worth  while  due  to  a nation-wide  shortage  of  trained 
technicians.  Fortunately  I found  another  laboratory  able  to  offer  a 
limited  service  so  that  sessions  were  able  to  start  in  January  1967. 
The  hospital  laboratories  are  now  capable  of  handling  as  many  smears 
as  my  women  medical  officers  have  time  to  take.  The  initial  response 
was  quite  good,  but  there  are  many  hundreds  more  women  who  ought 
to  be  tested  thereby  receiving  the  assurance  that  whatever  else  is 
wrong  with  them  they  do  not  have  a hidden  cancer  of  the  neck  of 
the  womb. 


FAMILY  PLANNING  : 

For  some  time  there  has  appeared  to  be  a need  for  a family 
planning  clinic  in  Goole  and  during  the  year  tentative  enquiries  were 
made  as  to  that  possibility  when  the  Family  Planning  Association 
completed  its  reorganisation.  It  seems  reasonably  certain  that  Goole 
is  being  considered  as  a suitable  centre  and  if  progress  is  maintained 
a clinic  might  start  before  the  end  of  1967. 
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Mr.  R.  O.  BLACK  : 


As  this  Report  is  being  written  in  1967  about  the  time  of  Mr. 
Black’s  retirement  from  the  office  of  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  as  this  is  the  last  Report  to  which  he  will  contribute  so  know- 
ledgeably and  concisely  it  is  appropriate  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  nis  long  and  devoted  service  to  the  town  and  his  loyal  association 
with  me. 

When  I came  fresh  to  a Health  Division  of  four  local  authorities, 
I wondered  how  I should  be  received  by  the  long  established  Inspectors. 
Mr.  Black  put  me  at  my  ease  and  gave  me  valuable  advice  and 
assistance  even  before  I took  up  my  appointment.  He  went  out  of 
his  way  to  make  me  rapidly  familiar  with  the  topography  of  Goole 
— its  attractions  and  problems.  I very  soon  found  out  that  if  I took 
his  advice  I could  not  go  far  wrong.  As  occasion  arose  we  have 
worked  out  schemes  together  for  the  betterment  of  public  health, 
but  I have  always  been  quite  happy  and  confident  to  leave  the  running 
of  the  Borough  Public  Health  Department  in  the  capable  hands  of 
Mr.  Black  whilst  I concentrated  on  building  up  the  Divisional  Health 
Services. 

I am  sorry  time  has  caught  up  with  Mr.  Black,  as  it  will  for  all 
of  us,  but  I am  glad  to  have  worked  harmoniously  with  him  for  almost 
twenty  of  his  thirty-one  years  in  Goole  and  I wish  him  many  years 
of  well-earned  happy  retirement. 

Finally,  I record  my  thanks  for  the  continued  support  of  the 
Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  loyal  service  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Divisional  Health  Staffs  and  for  the  help  given  by  the 
voluntary  workers  at  the  Clinic  and  the  W.R.V.S.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


* 


Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artificially  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea 
level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  of  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is  a 
layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot  to 
more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately  below 
the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally  covered 
with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Rural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Rural  District  across 
the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence  it  also 
attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The  export 
of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the  import 
and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of  the  town. 
The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their  livelihood  in 
shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering,  milling,  plastics, 
fertiliser,  fibre-glass  and  dextrine  manufacture,  wholesale  clothing, 
agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades. 

The  Corporation  own  the  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house, library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a pleasure 
ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation  owns  2,183 
dwellings  and  has  made  provision  for  the  building  of  another  66. 
Every  house  has  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is 
now  entirely  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment 
is  good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well-being  of  the  people. 
With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have  been  properly 
made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole  can  be  truly 
described  as  a clean  and  well-administered  small  town,  with  reasonable 
amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite  the  very  fiat  nature 
o*  the  countryside  which  is  said  to  resemble  the  flat  parts  of  the 
Netherlands.

(q)  Derelict  Buildings,  Mariners  Street  : Due  to  the  persistence 
of  your  officers  the  owners  of  the  derelict  buildings  in  Mariners 
Street,  unaffected  by  the  shop  and  garage  development,  were 
persuaded  to  demolish  them  and  thus  remove  an  eyesore. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

At  the  31st  December,  I960,  the  total  number  of  grants  that  had 
been  made  by  the  Council  was  794  Discretionary  and  81  Standard. 

The  grants  made  during  1966  were  54  Discretionary  and  17  Standard 
at  a total  cost  of  £10,850  for  improvement  work  estimated  to  cost 
£22,834. 

The  number  of  applications  made  during  the  year  were  74 
Discretionary  and  18  Standard.  Only  one  application  was  refused, 
because  of  the  age  and  uncertain  future  of  the  house.  The  Council 
having  bought  the  seven  dwelilinghouses  Nos.  19  to  31  Mariners  Street, 
a scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  improvement  and  modernising 
in  these  houses  at  a total  cost  of  £1,923/15/-  and  it  i9  hoped  that  the 
work  will  be  started  and  completed  during  1967. 

The  rate  at  which  houses  are  being  improved  with  the  assistance 
of  grants  is  steady,  if  not  spectacular,  and  is  probably  as  much  as 
can  reasonably  be  expected  with  the  amount  of  skilled  labour  available 
for  this  branch  of  work.

The  task  of  inspecting  registered  premises  and  obtaining  the 
necessary  improvements  was  steadily  pursued  during  the  year.

Primary  general  inspections  were  made 
or  48  premises  and  follow-up  visits  to  428  premises,  making  a total 
of  476  visits.  The  owners  and  occupiers  were  generally  co-operative 
even  if  a little  dilatory  and  there  is  nothing  to  which  particular 
attention  need  be  drawn.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  schedule  belo 
many  desirable  improvements  were  made  on  request  by  your  officers. 
About  30  premises  have  not  yet  had  a general  inspection  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Act,  but  the  conditions  are  well  known  to  your  officers 
by  reason  of  inspections  for  other  purposes.  Fmniovpes

first  aid  box  and  thermometer,  and  a fine  of  £5  was  imposed. 


Accidents. 

Three  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year.  One  of  a crushed 
finger  due  to  the  sudden  closing  of  a door,  the  second  a scalded  foot 
due  to  a vessel  containing  hot  water  being  knocked  over.  The  third 
was  of  a serious  nature,  the  victim  suffering  severe  injuries  including 
a fractured  leg,  broken  nose  and  extensive  bruising  when  a rack 
containing  broadloom  carpet  fell  on  him  while  he  was  assisting  in 
the  rolling  out  of  a length  of  carpet  for  display.  I duly  reported  to 
the  Factory  Inspectorate  this  somewhat  unusual  type  of  accident.

The  premises  of  the  Railway  Club,  Carter  Street,  and  of  Messrs.

PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Every  house  in  the  town  has  an  internal  supply  of  water  on  tap. 
The  whole  of  the  water  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the 
Pontefract,  Goole  and  Selby  Water  Board.  The  supply  is  plentiful 
and  of  a good  quality.  During  the  year  6 samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  of  them  proved  satisfactory.  One 
sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis,  the  report  upon  it  being  as 
follows  :

Public  Sw'mming  Bath— 40  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  8 samples  submitted  for  chemical  analysis. 
Due  to  a brief  breakdown  in  the  plant  3 bacteriological  and  1 chemical 
were  not  entirely  satisfactory. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960. 

Alter  several  verbal  and  written  warnings  which  went  unheeded, 
proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  proprietor  of  a restaurant,  and 
the  Bench  fined  him  £.73. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Complaints  were  received  of  an  alleged  beetle  in  a bread  cake, 
weevils  in  pearl  barley,  and  the  larvae  of  the  currant  moth  in  currants. 
In  each  instance  the  complaint  was  fully  investigated,  but  no  legal 
action  was  taken. 


Clean  Air  Act  1956,  Sections  3 and  10. 

Prior  notice  was  given  of  the  intention  to  install  a coal-fired 
bojler  at  the  W.R.C.C.  Ambulance  Depot  in  Dunhill  Road.  Prior  notice 
was  also  given  of  the  intention  to  install  an  oil-fired  boiler  with  a 
seventy-foot  chimney  at  the  Dock  Mills.  Consultation  took  place 
between  your  officers  and  the  directors  of  the  firm  and  this  was  deemed 
satisfactory. 


Public  Conveniences. 

A suite  of  conveniences  for  males  and  females  was  completed  in 
Centenary  Road.  As  these  conveniences  and  others  for  which  no  plans 
have  yet  been  made  were  recommended  in  1962,  thei.r  completion  is 
a welcome  improvment  in  the  public  facilities. 

Gas — Escape  of. 

Complaints  of  persistent  offensive  smells  in  dwelling  houses  in 
Axholme  Street  were  eventually  traced  to  defective  gas  mains  and 
when  these  were  repaired  the  nuisance  ceased. 

Flooding. 

Many  complaints  were  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  by 
Householders  and  allotment-keepers  of  flooded  gardens  and  allotments. 
These  conditions  were  caused  by  an  abnormally  wet  autumn  of 
1965  followed  by  an  equally  wet  winter  of  1965/6  and  are  one  of  the 
hazards  of  living  in  a district  which  is  very  low  and  very  flat. 


Dempster  Drain. 

This  drain,  a cause  of  nuisance  and  justifiable  complaints  for  as 
long  as  I can  ’remember,  has  now  been  culverted.  As  in  the  instance 
nf  Hook  Drain,  all  sorts  of  reasons  were  advanced  as  to  why  it 
could  not  be  culverted,  but  it  has  been.

Twenty-four  premises  are  licensed  for  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit  11  for  resale,  and  13  for  the  licensees  sole  use  only.  The 
occupiers  of  three  other  premises  have  given  notice  that  they  are 
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storing  quantities  not  exceeding  60  gallons  of  petrol  in  containers  not 
exceeding  2 gallons,  as  allowed  by  the  Act  and  Statutory  Regulations 
The  following  new  premises  were  registered  :

Rodent  Control — Sewers. 

A test  baiting  of  the  sewer  system  indicated  that  there  was  little 
or  no  infestation,  rendering  any  lull-scale  poisoning  treatment 
unnecessary  for  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and 
eighteen  of  mouse  infestation  were  received  during  the  year.  These 
were  dealt  with  by  the  Rodent  Operative  employed  by  the  Council  to 
give  a free  service  to  all  types  of  premises. 

As  the  result  of  complaints  received  and  of  regular  inspections 
of  Council-owned  property  and  allotments,  1,683  visits  were  made  by 
the  Rodent  Operative,  in  addition  to  106  paid  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors. 

During  the  year  a new  rodenticide  containing  the  drug  Alpha- 
chloralose  was  used  for  the  first  time  'for  the  control  of  mice  It 
proved  most  effective  and  in  one  particularly  baid  infestation  45 
bodies  were  found  following  the  use  of  the  rodenticide  for  two  days
